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Endangered, Threatened, and Status Undetermined Species 


The Endangered Species Act of 1973 changed the nomenclature for 
designation of wildlife species. That is, species classified 
endangered retained their endangered species classification. 
Species classified as rare were redesignated threatened and 
species classified as status undetermined retained their status 
undetermined classification. 


At a later date the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service determined 

that species previously classified as rare could not be reclassified 
as threatened unless they had been published in the Federal 
Register. To date only the grizzley bear in Idaho, portions 

of Montana and Wyoming has been reclassified as "threatened." 


You will note that there are a number of species designated as 
"threatened" in the remarks section of the species listed. These 
are species which were formerly classified as threatened and will 
probably be reclassified in the future. Until these species are 

so listed in the Federal Register, their "threatened" classification 
has no legal ramifications under the Endangered Species Act of
